Applicant's request for Finality to be withdrawn since Applicant thought the Examiner was only requesting page and line 
number for support is denied. The Examiner made the 35 USC 112 rejection and included the request to aid Applicant with his response. 
The Examiner apologizes for any confusion this may have caused. 

Applicant argued that there is support for fatty amides and nitric acid in the previously published applications 2002/015069. The Examiner 
disagrees. 

With respect to the fatty amides, the argument that since the specification recites fatty acid amines that the amides would also be "fatty" is 
not supported by the speicfication but is "suggested" by Applicant without any supporting documentation of this statement. With respect 
to the argument that the specification recites a fatty amide with the listing of ARAMID, it is noted that the supporting documentation recites 
ARAMID O or ARAMID HT and not ARAMID as is recited in the specification. Even if the documentation was considered, the supporting 
documentation recites fatty alkyi amide and not fatty amides. This recitation is inclusive of other "fatty amides" that are not alkyl-based 
which is not supported or disclosed in the specification. 

With respect to the nitric acid, the Examiner noted that the term nitric acid was recited in the specification however, the term "oxidant" was 
not. While appplicant supplied supporting documentation that nitric acid can be an oxidant for copper, the specification does not recite 
that the instant invention is utilizing nitric acid in this fashion. Ntiric acid has altemative uses and it is not clear from the specification that 
the current use is as an oxidant. In addtion, the terni "oxidant" can include a large number of "compositions" which are not disclosed or 
supported by the invention. 
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
